Security guard found guilty 


Stephen Duxbury receives life 
sentence for woman’s murder

Two days before Sasha Sam- 
sudean was killed, her parents in- 
vited her home for dinner and 
made her favorite dish — her fa- 
ther’s browned chicken — with 
guacamole and salad. 

Her brother, Kenny, was living 
in San Francisco, so Sasha called 
him on FaceTime and showed him 
the meal. 


“T will never have a last supper 
with my daughter again,” her 
mother, Tara Samsudean, said 
Tuesday after an Orange County 
jury found a security guard guilty 
of killing her daughter. “I won’t 
have birthdays. Her father will ne- 
ver get to walk her down the aisle. 
I have attended a lot of weddings 
since then, and every wedding I 
attended I know we will never

Uber reveals cover-up of hack in 2016 


More than 57 million 
riders, drivers affected

SAN FRANCISCO — Uber is 
coming clean about its cover-up of 
a year-old hacking attack that 
stole personal information about 
more than 57 million of the belea- 
guered ride-hailing service’s cus- 


tomers and drivers. 

So far, there’s no evidence that 
the data taken has been misused, 
according to a Tuesday blog post 
by Uber’s recently hired CEO, 
Dara Khosrowshahi. Part of the 
reason nothing malicious has hap- 
pened is because Uber acknowl- 
edges paying the hackers 
$100,000 to destroy the stolen in- 


formation. that didn’t notify the people that 
The revelation marks the latest 
stain on Uber’s reputation.

Trump backs isolated 
Ala. Senate candidate

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump backed Roy Moore 
on Tuesday, breaking with national 
Republican leaders and reaffirming 
his support nearly two weeks after 
the Alabama Senate candidate was 
accused of sexual advances against 
teenage girls years ago. 

“He totally denies it. He says it 
didn’t happen,’ Trump told report- 
ers as he left the White House to 
spend Thanksgiving at his Mar-a- 
Lago estate in Florida. “I do have to 
say, 40 years is a long time.” 

The president’s statements of 
doubt about Moore’s accusers, and a 
suggestion he might campaign for 
Moore, came days after many party 
leaders had broken with the nomi- 
nee. The Republican National Com- 
mittee withdrew its support last 
week, following Senate Republi- 
cans’ campaign committee, and 
Senate Majority Leader Mitch Mc- 
Connell and House Speaker Paul 
Ryan called on Moore to step aside. 

Similarly, two prominent Ala- 
bama Republicans — Jeff Sessions, 
who gave up the Senate seat in con- 
tention to become Trump’s attorney 
general, and Sen. Richard Shelby — 
said they believe the accusers. 

For the past week, Trump 
dodged reporters’ questions, reflect- 
ing the awkwardness of his own 
history of alleged sexual misbehav- 
ior. Press Secretary Sarah Huckabee

Lake commissioners approve controversial Cemex sand mine

Lake County commissioners 
cleared the way Tuesday for acon- 
troversial sand mine in south Lake 
that will provide tons of building 
material for new roads and 


bridges. 

Commissioners ended years of 
fiery debate over Cemex Con- 
struction Materials’ proposed 
mining operation by approving a 
permit to dig on property near 
Lake Louisa, south of Clermont, 
and by accepting on a 44 vote a 


settlement to end litigation with 
the company. 

Headquartered in Mexico, Ce- 
mex plans to mine about 526 acres 
of the 1,200-acre site, located 
about a mile southeast of U.S. 
Highway 27 and Schofield Road. 
Critics worried the sand mine 


would increase truck traffic and 
cause environmental damage to 
surrounding properties.
